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MERRIMACK COUNTY CONVENTION. 


Concorp, N. H., January 13, 1909. 


Pursuant toa notice from the Speaker of the House, 
a meeting of the Merrimack County Convention was 
held in room eight at the State House immediately after 
the morning session, Wednesday, January 13, 1909. 

The Convention was called to order by Mr. Rolfe of 
Concord. 

On motion, Mr. Arthur Boutwell of Hopkinton was 
elected Chairman of the Convention and assumed the 
chair. 

On motion, Mr. Charles L. Mason of Concord was 
elected Clerk and took the oath of office in the usual 
form before Mr. Allen Hollis, Notary Public. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern it was 

VotTEpD: ‘That a committee of five be appointed by 
the Chairman to confer with the County Commissioners 
in regard to appropriations, and report at the next 
meeting. 

In accordance with the foregoing vote, the Chairman 
subsequently appointed Messrs. Rolfe of Concord, 
Ahern of Concord, Davis of Warner, Rogers of Bow and 
Chadwick of Franklin. 

On motion of Mr. Ahern, it was 

VotTep: ‘That the Chairman confer with the County 
Commissioners in regard to date of visitation to the 
County Farm. 

On motion of Mr. Rolfe the convention adjourned 
subject to the call of the Chairman.

Agreeable to arrangements made by the Chairman, 
the Merrimack County Convention, together with the 
Commissioners and other invited guests, visited the 
farm at North Boscawen, February 1.

$5,000 less than the amounts appropriated for the years 
1908 and 1909, and voiced the sentiments of the delega- 
tion in his remarks commending the Commissioners for 
the faithful and effecient manner in which they had 
performed their duties. On motion of Mr. Marden of 
Concord, seconded by Mr. Durgin of Andover, it was

On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, seconded by Mr. 
Davis of Warner, it was

On motion of Mr. Rolfe of Concord, seconded by Bie 
Shepherd of New London, it was 


Vorep: ‘That the sum of $89,000 be raised and ap- 
propriated for the year 1911. 


Mr. Rolfe further reported for the committee that 
the new chapel for which the Commissioners were 
authorized to expend $4,500 by the previous convention, 
had not been erected, but that the foundation had been 
put in place, the work being done by prisoners. 


The necessity for hospital facilities was thoroughly 
discussed. Mr. R. P. Gardner of the Orphans’ Home 
spoke as a citizen of Merrimack County in favor of the 
chapel and hospital ward, and the Rev. L. W. Phillips, 
chaplain of the farm, also explained the needs. After 
further discussion, on motion of Mr. Rolfe of Concord, 
seconded by Mr. Durgin of Andover, it was 


Vorep: ‘Toauthorize the Commissioners to expend 
a sum not exceeding $3,000 in addition to the $4,500 
which had already been authorized, for the purpose of 
building a chapel and ward for hospital purposes. 


On motion of Mr. Ahern of Concord, it was voted to 
adjourn subject to the call of the Chairman.

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REPORT 


OF THE 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm 
and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and 
Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1909. 


COUNTY FARM. 


The County Farm and House of Correction is in 
charge of Mr. and Mrs. Fred G. Evans, as Superintend- 
ent and Matron, who were appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of former Superintendent and 
Matron, Mr.and Mrs. W.H. Milton, which was tendered 
to the Commissioners early in the year to take effect 
March 1. At the last session of the legislature the Mer- 
rimack County delegation authorized the expenditure of 
a sum not exceeding $7,500.00 for the erection of a new 
building to be used for chapel and hospital purposes. 
In accordance with this, plans and specifications were 
procured and proposals for the erection of the building 
were call for. Four proposals for the construction of 
the building were received, the lowest being the Hutch- 
inson Building Co., to whom the contract was awarded 
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for the sum of $6,133.00. The lowest bidder for the 
heating was The Kidder Machine Co., to whom the con- 
tract was awarded for the sum of $380.00. The lowest 
bid received for the plumbing was from Lee Brothers 
Co., who were awarded the contract for $188.50. C. W. 
Dadmun was the lowest bidder for the lighting at $93.77. 
The building has been completed at a total cost of 
$6,861.00, which is $639.00 less than the appropriation. 
‘This amount has all been paid for out of the regular ap- 
propriation for county expenses, no extra taxation being 
necessary. ‘lhe chapel was dedicated with appropriate 
exercises early in October under the direction of Rev. 
Lewis W. Phillips, the farm chaplain. The usual 
amount of repairs and improvements about the various 
buildings have been made during the year. Among them, 
being a considerable amount of painting, both inside and 
out, the complete renovation of the building used for 
consumptive patients, including new plumbing, floors, 
painting, etc. The large unsightly ledge in the field 
south of the main buildings and near the highway has 
been removed by the use of dynamite, which not only 
improves the appearance of the farm but renders con- 
siderable more land suitable for cultivation. "Theseand 
many other improvements and repairs have been done 
almost wholly by the House of Correction prisoners 
under the direction of the superintendent and farm 
foreman. ‘Ihe stock at the farm has been gradually 
improved and the products have been remarkably good 
considering the dry season; for an accurate account of 
which we would refer you to the report of the Superin- 
tendent on another page.

COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM FARM. 


Under this head are included the county poor whoare 
aided in their homes rather than at the farm and in most 
cases are people who have children to support. ‘To 
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properly care for this class requires much time and 
attention and results are not always entirely satisfactory 
even then. Each application must be carefully investi- 
gated and disposed of as circumstances seem towarrant. 
The expense in this department during the year has 
been considerably less than for several years past. 


JATIN. 


The county jail is in charge of Sheriff Chas. P. Smith, 
who succeeded Sheriff Kimball, July 1, 1909. 

A considerable amount of repairs tothe buildings has 
been necessary during the year. ‘The buildings have 
been painted inside and out, most of the work being 
done by prisoners, thus saving a considerable sum to the 
county. ‘The buildings at the jail are in a very good 
condition at the present time.

Considering the fact that during this period 
the valuation of the county property has been increased 
nearly $50,000—without increasing the county tax, to- 
gether with the fact that the county tax rate for 1910 is 
to be the lowest for many years, we trust that this 
condition of affairs will find approval with the taxpayers 
and citizens of the county. : 

In conclusion, we take this opportunity to extend our 
thanks to all our citizens who have shown an interest 
in the institution at No. Boscawen, and have remembered 
its inmates at Christmas and other times. We extend 
a cordial invitation to all interested citizens to visit the 
institution, that they may better know of the work 
being done there.
